He 
was accused of being drunk and 
disorderly on repeated occasions 


, ^ and a sympathizer with commu- 


nism. 


Troops quickly broke up anti- 


army demonstrations and this 
mountain capital was quiet this 
morning.

Arosemena, a known tippler,, dis- 
graced himself by getting drunk

baum, vomited in front of the 
gathering and committed "even 
more indecorous acts."

Arosemena

still drunk. 


The situation remained in doubt 


for several hours until provincial 
commanders began to send mes- 
sages of support for the rebel 
chiefs. 


In the Pacific Ocean port of 


Guayaquil, 170 miles southwest of 
Quito, there were a few attempts 
to organize street demonstrations 


^. in favor of Arosemena, but all 


were broken up. Some machine- 
gun volleys were fired into the 
air. 


A 
military 
spokesman 
said 


Arosemena resigned after receiv- 
ing guarantees for his personal 
safety and that of his family. 


The junta said elections would 


be held as soon as possible and 
that it had received messages of 
support from all political parties 


*v and all units of the armed forces. 


The military sent Arosemena 


to Palriamla aboard an Ecuadorian 
Air Force plane. He said on his 
arrival in Panama "I have not 
resigned," and went to a hotel 
without further comment. Ecua 
dorian army officers accompany- 
ing him said he would inform 
Panamanian authorities whether 
he planned to stay or push on- 
ward.

people social,, economic and polit. 
ical' justice if they were to be per- 
suaded to prefer his regime to the 
Communists. 


(The 
United States faced the 


same problem after World War II 
with Chiang, who operated as a 
war lord while fighting Commun- 
ists who promised reforms. De- 
spite all the American help poured 
into him,, the Communists drove 
him out.) 


In the fall of 1961 President Ken- 


nedy's military adviser, Gen. Max- 
well Taylor, went to South Viet 
Nam, looked around, camit back. 
Then on Dec. 16, 1961, so-called 
"informed sources" in the Kenne- 
dy administration said: 


The United States and South 


Viet Nam had agreed on a dozen 
'.ew steps—including the reforms 
mentioned above 
to make in- 


creased American aid more effec- 
tive. That's just about the last 
ever heard of the reforms. 


About seven months after the 


"informed sources" painted their 
rosy picture in Washington, Hom- 
er Bigart of the New York Times, 
laving finished a half year in 
South Viet Nam, wrote: 


"The issue remains in doubt. 


The Vietnamese president seems 
incapable of winning the loyalty 
of his people. Washington decided 
it was too risky to prod Diem pub- 
licly. Efforts to obtain major po- 
litical and social reforms were 
quietly dropped" 


Another half year later — in 


February, 1963—Richard Dudman 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch re- 
ported on South Viet Nam. Taking 
aim at President Diem, his "ad- 
viser" brother, Ngo Dinh Nhu, and 
the brother's wife, the trio which 
runs the country, Dudman said: 


"They are undemocratic, self- 


righteous, 
unpopular, 
cunning, 


clannish, repressive,; and inclined 
to label anyone who criticizes 
them a Communist or a tool of 
the Communists."

Electrified 
Heart Saves 
Man's Life 


KNOXVILLE, 
Tenn. 
(AP) — 


Norman Howard "died" five times, 
before he got a mechanical lease 
on life. 


That lease is a battery-powered 


device in the abdomen of the 53- 
year-old Maryvillc businessman. 
The little lifesaver is connected 
by wires to two tiny electrodes 
sewed to the muscles, of Howard's 
heart. It steps up his heartbeat 
and compensates for a fault in the 
heart impulses. 


The beginning of what might 


have been the end for Howard 
was last April 9. 


He came home from a day of 


fishing, took a hot bath and, as he 
prepared for bed, noticed his heart 
pounding. Short of breath,, he 
checked his pulse. 


"The way I counted it, my pulse 


beat1 was 40 to the minute," he 
said. "Sounded slow to me." The 
normal beat is 68 to 70. 


Next day Howard saw a doctor. 
There was no evidence of heart 


attack or heart damage. 


"But there's something wrong,." 


the doctor said. "We're going to 
have to put you in the hospital." 


"I started to protest," Howard 


recalled. " 'Now? I never fell 
better in my—' right there I col- 
lapsed."

Consumer 
Baffles 
Experts

NEW YORK (AP)—The consu- 


mer remains as hard tor the ex- 
perts to figure as ever. 


He buys when they think he 


should be saving his money for a 
rainy day and he refrains from 
going on a buying spree when 
they expect him to because of 
all the prosperity talk. 


On the other hand the consumer

straight years of good! sales. Ac- 
cording to the text) books that's 
most unlikely. 


On the other hand total retail 


sales,, including car purchases, 
have dropped a bit for three 
straight months. 


By the rules—which the consu- 


mer apparently hasn't bothered to 
memorize — retail sales should 
have gone on rising, because the 
total of personal incomes has. 
been climbing to consecutive rec- 
ord levels. 


With more money in their pock- 


ets many consumers have found 
something else to do with it than 
run down to the store or dealer. 


This is almost asi hard for the 


experts to explain as the consu- 
mer's calm continuance of spend- 
ing during the I960 recession when 
he should have been frightened 
and retrenching. 


This unpredictable element is 


tough on the planners who would 
like to plot, and steer, a course 
for the economy. 


Also upsetting to them just now 


is that some of the seasonal pat- 
terns aren't being followed in oth- 
er sections of the economy. 


The general outlook remains 


good, but some things are lag- 
ging when they should be advanc- 
ing. 


One is the factory hiring rate. 


The Labor Department says this 
edged up to 39 per 1,000 employes 
in May from 38 in April. This 
increase is smaller than season- 
al1. The lag came when many in- 
dustries were increasing produc- 
tion and most business statistics 
were taking on a much healthier 
glow. 


This helped drop the layoff rate 


to 14 per 1.000 employes from 16 
in April.

Dear Desolate: Let's consider 


/our last question first — Why 
hould you be treated as an out- 
ast? In spite of the courage you 
have shown by "facing the mu- 
ic," remaining at home and on 
he job, society nevertheless still 
eacts unfavorably to childbirth 
iut of wedlock. And please bear 
in mind also that many segments 
of oursociety still not only frown 
on illegitimacy, but carry their 
contempt to the innocent chM 


You evidently are strong enough 


to withstand such treatment. But 
is it fair to subject your child to 
it? You mention a new start away 
from home. This might soften the 
stigma but you must 1x2 realistic 
about the tremendous difficulties 


involved1 — economic as well as 
social.1 Would this move mean go- 
ing to another town, geting an- 
other job? 


There are many possibilities to 


be carefully — and prayerfully 
—weighed in the search for an 
answer 
to your key 
question: 


Should you give the baby up for 
adoption? Be as objective and un- 
selfish as possible in arriving at 
that answer. The welfare and fu- 
ture of the baby are far more 
important than the immediate, sat- 
isfaction of your maternal in- 
stincts. Talk this over with your 
clergyman,, doctor, and your sym- 
pathetic employers. 


You ask whether the father of 


your child will "ever change and! 
act the way he did before." One 
can never deny the human poten- 
tial but his immaturity and irre- 
sponsibility are so obvious that 
he'd have to do a lot of changing 
to be worth much as a husband 
and father. Anyone who won't pay 
the medical bills and at the same 
time brags about his paternity 
strikes me as juvenile in the ex- 
treme. At this time of crisis, you 
need a man,, not a boy, at your 
sidfe. Even if he shows up at the 
eleventh hour, don't be stamped- 
ed into marriage with such a light- 
weight.
